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T he term, "oldest living thing on 
earth” pops up w ith a regularity 
that may also 
that may almost be reduced to 
a 
mathematical form ula but this rather 
general and loose term is not always 
to be taken too seriously unless it 
is explained in detail so that there 
may be no doubt as to w hat is m eant 
by th e “ oldest living thing on earth." 


T o this fam ous phrase "old­ 
est living thing on earth” must 
be 
added 
another 
popular 
phrase, “largest living thing on 
earth.” If a person talks pom p­ 
ously, using cither or both 
of 
these phrases he may be able to 
start an argum ent right 
then 
and there w ith the local booster 
of a particular entry for honrs 
under the great A m erican pas­ 
time of insisting that 
this 
or 
that is the "oldest living thing 
on earth” or the “ largest living 
thing on earth” or “the great­ 
est this or that on earth.” A nd 
most persons stand ready to de­ 
fend 
these 
am biguous 
state­ 
m ents with equally ambiguous 
argum ents. 


If you happen to m ention in the 
presence of an A ustralian “the old­ 
est living thing on earth " he prom pt­ 
ly thinks of the eucalyptus tree in 
A ustralia; if you m ention the "larg­ 
est living thing on earth " he prom pt­ 
ly thinks of the euealytus tree in 
Australia. 
If you happen to m en­ 
tion in the presence of an A m erican 
w ho has visited Sequoia 
N ational 
Park the “oldest living 
thing 
on 
earth" he prom ptly thinks of the 
G eneral Sherm an tree; if mention is 
m ad e o f the "la rg e st liv in g th in g on 
earth” he thinks of 
the 
General 
Sherm an tree. 
A nd it is useless to 
talk further w ith either the A ustral­ 
ian or the American. 


N ow with the establishm ent 
of the Joshua 1 ree 
National 
M onum ent in our ow n 
desert 
country the phrase “oldest liv­ 
ing thing on earth” 
pops 
up 
with all the generalization th at 
attends statem ents of this char­ 
acter. 
But here we are on dif­ 
ferent ground w hich introduces 
a “joker” that is alm ost vicious 
in character. 
T he age of the 
eucalyptus tree can be measured; 
the age of the giant sequoia can 
be measured; but the age of the 
Joshua cannot be m easured. N o 
person can stand up and say that 
an adult Joshua tree is of such 
and such an age. If he does he 
is talking “through his hat” or 
does not care about the state­ 
m ent he is making. 


T he Joshua tree is of sufficient 
individuality, character and strange­ 
ness that it is entirely unnecessary 
to tack on to it the phrases that 
arc applied to other trees and more 
rightly belong there. 
W ith the eu­ 
calyptus and the giant sequoia there 
is some reasonable ground for char­ 
acterizing them as the "oldest and 
largest living things on earth 
but 
w ith the Joshua tree it is merely an 
attem pt to bring to th e Joshua tree 
som ething that it has no right to; 
its age cannot be stated and of course 
there is no argum ent on the subject 
of size. 


If we wish to get into this 
generalization chaff, 
the term 
“ weirdest tree on th e desert” 
m ight be quite safe; w ith a little 
less 
caution 
we 
m ight 
say 
“ weirdest tree in the U nited

T hat Palm Springs must incorporate, because there is no other 
alternative for home rule or proper and orderly developm ent of the 
comm unity, was the concensus of opinion at the mass meeting in the 
school auditorium, last evening. 
T hree hundred or more citizens, representing every section of 
the comm unity, w ere present, and w ithout a dissenting vote they 
decided that “it is the sentiment of this m eeting that Palm Springs 
should incorporate,” and by the sam e unanim ous vote they instruct­ 
ed T em porary Chairm an Frank B ennett to appoint a committee to 
work out the details, the committee to consist of those men who have 
made a study of incorporation and zoning. T h e first motion was made 
by W arren B. Pinney and the second by H orace Cook. 
T he general opinion also seemed to be that the incorporated area 
should include 15 square miles, five miles long, from the Racquet 
ciuh to the south end of Tahquitz Desert Estates, and three miles 
wide, from the mountains to section lines on the desert. 
T his area 
would include all subdivisions, such as Palm Springs Village T ract, 
Palm Springs Desert Estates, D esert Sands, T ahquitz D esert Estates, 
A raby, Smoke Tree Ranch, the Field Club and High School, and all 
inhabited sections of the Indian reservation.

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CHURCH MEMBERSHIP GROWS 


The World War and its horrible aftermath 
was the cause of a tremendous “backslide” of hu­ 
manity in m atters spiritual. 
Human souls sailed 
the sea of life in ships that were without anchor. 


In spite of the catastrophe which came 
to 
most of the people of the world, church member­ 
ship is growing. 


According to the Christian Herald, 
church 
membership in the United States gained 670,801 
during the past year. 
This is within 61 thousand 
of the total estim ated gain in population for the 
same period. 
The publication’s survey shows an 
average annual membership gain during the past 
nine years of 1.66 per cent, as compared with an 
average annual population gain of 1 per cent, 
which, it is pointed out, refutes the statem ent 
often made that the church is declining. 


An inquiry into the 
relative 
statistics 
of 
church membership and population will show that 
this tendency of the one to close up on the other 
has been going on for a long time. Forty years 
ago church membership was a little more than 
40 per cent of the pojmlation. On the basis of the 
present estim ates it is more than 48 per cent of 
the total.

But this can hardly suffice for 
more than a partial explanation.

If they lack such funds, 
the Federal governm ent will k eep the 
m oney and adm inister the job itself. 
T his tax w ill be increased by one 
per cen t next year, and another one 
per cent in 1938, reaching a m axim um 
of 3 per cent of all payrolls, to be 
paid entirely by em ployers. 
That is one phase of the social se­ 
curity act— the em ploym ent 
phase. 
The other phases h ave to do w ith old 
age insurance. 
T he tax for this starts on January 
first, and w ill am ount to 2 per cent 
of all payrolls. 
H alf of this w ill be 
paid by em ployers, and the other'h alf 
by em ployes. 
(M aximum taxable In­ 
com e of on individual Is *50 per w eek.) 
T his tax w ill rise slow ly, and reach a 
top of 6 per cent in 1949, 3 per cent 
of which w ill be paid by em ployers 
and 3 per cent by workers. 
A ll of 
this m oney w ill be retained by the 
Federal governm ent, and w ill be used 
to retire workers at the age of 65. 
Thus, when the m aximum is reach­ 
ed, the social secu rity tax w ill total 
9 per cent on all payrolls, w ith certain 
exceptions such as agricultural and do­ 
m estic labor. 
It is obvious that the tax w ill bring 
in vast su m s of m oney. 
E stim ates 
say that in 1937— w hen the total tax 
will be 4 per cen t of payrolls— rev­ 
enues will exceed $1,000,000,000. Yield 
for the follow ing year will be close 
to $1,400,000,000. 
And when th e top 
figure is reached, it is anticipated that 
$3,000,000,000 a year w ill flow in.

The Agricultural Extension Serv­ 
ice i^ cooperation with Mr. H. L. Rob­ 
erts of Beaumont is again conducting 
an elaborate cereal variety and fertil­ 
izer test plot, stated N. L. McFarlane, 
assistant farm advisor for Riverside 
county, this week. 
The tests are planted on land locat­ 
ed on the west side of Beaumont ave­ 
nue about 1*4 miles north 
of 
the 
state highway, and local grain grow­ 
ers are invited to follow their prog­ 
ress. 
The cereals being tested for yields 


under Pass country conditions are Ra­ 
mona, Onas, Escondido, White Federa­ 
tion, Bunyip, Baart, Poso and Sonora 
wheats, and Club Mariout, California 
Coast, Atlas, Vaughn and Blanco bar­ 
leys. 
While the Agricultural Extension 
Service has conducted similar variety 
tests in past years, at one time on the 
Harry Phillips ranch, it was thought 
desirable to repeat them siuce addi­ 
tional promising varieties v ere avail­ 
able. 
Grain growers have often wondered 
whether it would 
pay to fertilize 
grains. 
In the 
northwestern 
states 
and 
Canadian 
provinces 
fertilizers 
have been used profitably. 
Now the 


Agricultural Extension Service 
pro­ 
poses to find out if they will pay in 
Riverside county's dry farming areas.' 
Fertilizers to be tested 
are 
am­ 
monium phosphate, triple superphos­ 
phate, and ammonium sulphate. These 
m aterials will be applied in small and 
large amounts to determine the quan­ 
tity that will give the best results. 
Mr. McFnrlane stated that a meeting 
will be held in the spring at the plots 
so that growers could see the results 
first hand.

S A FET Y ON T H E A QUEDUCT 
(By T. W. Osgood, Safety Engineer! 
The Aqueduct News of October 10, 
1936, announced that the 
big push" 
on open work construction on 
the 
main aqueduct was under way again 
after a four months' suspension 
of 
work because of the intense summer 
heat, and that approximately 10(H) to 
1500 men will be required 
for 
the 
various phases of this work, in addi­ 
tion to the 7400 persons already em­ 
ployed on the aqueduct. 
The resumption of activities on the 
main aqueduct open work has occa­ 
sioned the employment of a large num­ 
ber of new men, many of whom have 


had little or no experience in this kind 
of work. 
It is recognized in any industry that 
the new man is an accident hazard 
because he is unfamiliar with his en­ 
vironment and is not cognizant of the 
hazards of his new employment. 
An analysis of recent records for 
certain units of the aqueduct work in­ 
dicates that about 43% of all injuries 
were among men who have been em ­ 
ployed on those Jobs for less 
than 
three months, and that approximately 
20% of all injuries were sustained by 
men during their first month of 
em­ 
ployment on that work. 
The above 
emphasizes the point that the 
new 


men need help, such that will save 
them from injury. 


The giving of that help is the direct 
responsibility of the superintendents, 
foremen, walkers, shifters and the ex­ 
perienced workmen, all of whom must 
cooperate if the best results are to be 
realized. 
To tell these new men "to 
be safe" would lie of slight avail. They 
must be told "how to be safe,” ami 
how to ijerform their work In the right 
way. 
The effectiveness of these 
ef­ 
forts will be indicated by the accident 
records and by the amount of 
pro­ 
ductive work accomplished by these 
new men.

One of the unique features on the 
construction of the Colorado 
R iver 
aqueduct is the building of a 
bridge 
to carry 500 million gallons of w ater 
a day across the Santa Ana 
River 
channel. 
Located on the upper feed­ 
er of the distributing system , a 
few 
m iles w est of R iverside, the 
river 
bed crossing structure is 894 feet long. 
It will carry a large welded steel pipe 
line having a capacity of 750 cubic 


Miles Turpin, a m em ber of the staff fpet of w ater P*r second—one half the 
capacity of the m ain aqueduct. 
The central p art of th e structure 
is a steel bridge 544 feet in length 
and resting on concrete piers. 
In ad­ 
dition to this, the big steel w ater con­ 
duit will be supported above the river 
bed by other piers placed 
on 
both 
sides of the m ain channel. The bridge 
will be 17 feet above the highest flood 
w ater level of the river, and is a t an 
elevation of 710 feet above sea level. 
W ork on the structure is about 60 per 
cent com pleted a t the present time. 
The pipe line crossing this bridge 
consists of a ten-mile section of weld­ 
ed steel pipe, totaling approxim ately 
30,000 tons of steel.

COMMENTS ON THE 


NATIONAL LANDSLIDE 


"The Roosevelt victory is of such 
mammoth proportions as to leave no 
room for his opponents to be bitter 
or his critics to cavil. It is so over­ 
whelming that alibis, analyses and ex­ 
planations seem foolish. The only 
thing to do is cheerfully accept the 
result, with wonder that it was pos­ 
sible to be so blind before the elec­ 
tion to the irresistible nature of the 
combination of sentiment and forces 
behind him.” 
So wrote Frank Kent, one of the 
most forthright of Roosevelt critics. 
This view is generally held by the 
professional publicists who supported 
Landon. Those who supported the 
President say with justice that they 
anticipated the result, that it was in­ 
evitable—though most of them were 
surprised by the extent of t lie victory. 
For the sake of the record, here is 
how the great battle of 1936 came 
out: The President carried 46 states, 
for a total of 523 electoral votes. Gov­ 
ernor Landon carried 2 states, with 8 
electoral votes. 
The popular vote 
gave the President a majority of about 
10,000,000 — 26,000,000 
to 
16.000,­ 
000 for his opponent. It was the most 
decisive electoral college victory since 
the two-party system became well es­ 
tablished. 
So far so good. But when it comes 
to guessing why Mr. 
Roosevelt 
achieved the unprecedented, there is 
considerable difference of opinion, es­ 
pecially in the Republican camp. Thus, 
Walter Lippman, who supported Koo- 
sevelt in 1932 but turned to Landon 
in the last campaign, has written that 
the campaign was more or less normal 
—that it simply proved the truth of 
the old adage that an incumbent is 
unbeatable in a period of industrial 
improvement. Mr. Lippman also says 
that if the solid south—which no Re­ 
publican can hope to carry under any 
circumstances — is eliminated from 
consideration, such Republican candi­ 
dates as Harding. Coolidge and Hoo­ 
ver, won just ns handily. 
On the other hand, famed William 
Allen White, one of Landon's closest 
advisors, sees the election very differ­ 
ently. He believes that "it was not 
just an election which the country has 
just undergone, but a political Johns­ 
town flood. The dam gave way which 
has been slowly filling for 40 years, 
fed by the waters of Bryanism, of 


Theodore Roosevelt’s progresslveism, 
of La Follette's Wisconsin insurgency, 
of Wilsonian liberalism, of the prog­ 
ressive bloc in the Senate under the 
administrations of Harding, Coolidge 
and Hoover. The waters of the New 
Deal cover the earth. 
Republicans 
did not heed the warnings. . . .” 
Generally speaking, this view 
is 
widely held, in addition, practically 
all commentators agree that the Re­ 
publican campaign was inept and bad­ 
ly handled, that the party organization 
was about as bad as it could be, and 
that Landon and his advisors failed 
to make the best of the situation. By 
contrast, the Democratic machine 'un­ 
der Jim Farley was a marvel of effi­ 
ciency and effectiveness. There was 
no waste motion—everything worked 
with the precision of a series of relay 
switches. 
Furthermore, it is difficult to exag­ 
gerate the political importance of the 
President's personality. A natural 
born speaker, lie lias the rare faculty 
of establishing a personal relationship 
between himself and the voters. As 
many point out, no one in the political 
history of the last century has had so 
great a grip on the emotions of mil­ 
lions of American citizens. 
The important question to be an­ 
swered now is. What direction will 
future Roosevelt policies take? And 
here again there is a wide difference 
of opinion, even in the President's own 
camp. Supported as he is by amaz­ 
ingly varied grops, no one but the 
Chief Executive himself can answer 
that question. Thus, one New Deal 
group is of the opinion that tile Presi­ 
dent is likely to take a conservative 
course, now that business has recover­ 
ed much of the ground lost during 
depression, and will refrain from new 
experiments. This is a small group. 
Another group feels that the Presi­ 
dent will swing sharply to the left, 
and go whole hog along the path of a 
socialist or collectivist or fascist pro­ 
gram. This too is small. 
The largest group, and the one 
which seems best informed and clos­ 
est to the White House, feels that the 
second Itoosevelt administration will 
follow a middle-of-the-road course 
that the President will attempt the 
difficult job of holding the balance be­ 
tween radicalism on the one hand and 
reaction on the other. In other words, 
they feel tiiut he will try to maintain 
a government-regulated capitalism — 
and at the some time keep tin- left­ 
wingers as contented as possible. 
At this writing, the President him­ 
self has given but one indication of 
future policy, that was his statement 


that the budget will soon be balanced 
—a step which, if achieved, will nat­ 
urally be regarded as conservative, 
and will be lauded by industry. He 
seems to feel that better conditions 
make it possible to reduce government 
relief spending by a considerable 
amount. This saving, plus the in­ 
crease in tax income that results from 
improved industrial earnings and high­ 
er taxes, may do away with Federal 
deficits.

But the voters evidently did not 
want it repealed, and the result is that 
corporate earnings beyond a certain 
limit will have to he distributed in one 
form or another before the first of 
January. 
Higher wages and increased divi­ 
dends mean more purchasing power 
—and purchasing power is the magic 
that creates prosperity. Under the 
circumstances 1 do not see how the 
most hitter Roosevelt critic can be 
pessimistic. 
These wage increases will also have 
another far-reaching effect. Well-paid 
workers are the best insurance in the 
world against Communism. 
As 
a 
weapon for fighting the Reds, a gen­ 
eral boost in the payrolls will be more 
effective than all the editorials Hear t 
could write if he lived to he as old as 
Methuselah. 
Of all the post-mortems written in 
behalf of the Repub . it ¡ rty since 
November 3, the lies" that, has come 
to my attention wa ¡ from the type­ 
writer of Walter Lippman. 
He summarized the Republican po­ 
sition in this one brief paragraph: 
^ "The party entered this campaign 
with the fatal delusion in its high com 


mand that it could win. That was 
never possible. All that it ever had 
a chance of doing was to reconstitute 
itself as a minority party capable of 
offering an effective opposition. To 
do that it had to have a coherent and 
intelligent body of principles. For 
while dominant parties live by their 
success, an opposition must live by 
ideas.”
